In a twenty year labor of love George 
Bench of 820 Gardena Blvd. in Gardena, 
has compiled a massive book that could 
serve aS AMA motorcycling’s Hall of 
Fame Album...if there were an AMA 
motorcycling hall of fame. 

Using as his raw material photo- 
graphs and clippings from every con- 
ceivable source, historian Bench brought 
together between two covers all the 
AMA racing records and personalities 
who have attained national prominence 
in the past 58 years. To our knowledge 
it is the only such volume in existence. 

The faces and biographies of every 
AMA racer who ever held a national 
number adorn the enormous pages along 
with stories ofthe deeds of daring these 
men have performed. Many of the bio- 
graphies end with obituary notices, sur- 
mounted by crossed checkered flags. 
There are also complete records of 
National Championship events, supple- 
mented by programs from every national 
for the past 8 years. 

Mr. Bench is a painstaking paste-up 
artist. “He used to stay up til three in 
the moming finishing a page," Mrs. 
Bench reports, *And he had to go to 
work at 5 a.m!”

Such a one-of-a-kind 
edition is of course priceless, but 
George Bench confesses he would take 
as little as $250 for it.

The Buzzards M.C. hosted a very 
successful race for the two hundred and 
eighty-seven riders who signed up. The 
riders all agreed that the course, which 
was twice around a forty-mile loop, was 
just about the right length for a good 
day’s racing. 

The starting area was typical of most 
of the terrain of the course; you were 
better off heading for the open toolies 
and making your own trail than you were 
to get in the groove and fight the other 
riders’ dust and bounce around on a dug 
out trail, as the sand was very powdery 
and loose after a few bikes had gone 
over the trail. 


Belt Meets Bumps 

Bob Belt, #6X Expert on a 250 
Greeves, was the over-all winner. He 
grabbed the lead half-way through the 
first loop in the long fourth-gear sand 
wash and held it to the gas check at the 
end of the first loop, but in leaving the 
pits he went a little too hot over a 
series of high bumps, did a spectacular 
endo, and watched three riders pass him 
(after the race he came back to pick up 
his fender).

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BEGINNER SESSION SATURDAY AFTERNOON 


Don Brymer, President of Trojan Enterprises and promoter of the Long 
Beach Indoor AMA short track events, announced this week that the new 
season will open under the lights at the Long Beach Arena on Friday night 
Nov. 18th and 19th. 

Two big nights of racing marks the return of the lightweights to the con- 
crete oval that drew record crowds last winter for the five race event season. 

Sweeping changes and improvements will also mark the new season with 
the track being changed to add more flavor and excitement to the events that 
set the cycle scene to winning last year. 


40% Purses For Pro’s 


The opening events will run with practice and qualifying on Friday 
night, Nov. 18th. This will include the elimination heat races for all classes. 
Forty percent of the gate will be paid out in prizes. 

The first new addition to the show will come on Saturday aftemoon, 
Nov. 19th. Any and all riders, they need not have a competition licenses, will 
be allowed to practice or test the track the entire aftemoon prior to race 
night on the 19th. 

The second change will also find a special class for 100cc and under 
machines this year that will ride in a separate class by themselves. 

Saturday afternoon any and all riders with machines 250cc and under 
will be allowed to come to the arena and practice all afternoon. A rider need 
not be a professional but must be a general member of the AMA ($2.00). 
Membership cards will be available at the arena. 

The new 100cc and under class will be for all riders who have a profes- 
sionallicenses. This means that a rider can now ride in two classes, if he 
has one machine of 100cc or under and also a machine over 100cc's. 

The Nov. 18th & 19th events will be the only two indoor races in the 
Southern California area until January. At that time Long Beach will host 
four more races under the roof. All Long Beach events.will again be AMA 
sanctioned and pay 40% of the total gate to the riders. 

Additional information may be obtained by contacting Trojan Enterprises 
at 436-4870 in Long Beach, 
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riders within the next ten miles, but 
J.N. Roberts, #451 Amateur on a 305 
Honda who finished second, gave Belt a 
real battle. Belt was finally able to 
pass Roberts on one of the many splitting 
trails, and come in for a very well- 
deserved first place. J.N. Roberts fin- 
ished approximately one minute behind 
Belt, to receive the 350 Amateur win 
and second overall. 

The course got quite chopped-up on 
the first loop, and most of the riders 
felt the second time around was slower 
going, as they had to plow through the 
deep sandy trails and there were many,

Quarter Mile At Ascot 


For years the Ascot race plant 
has had a half mile and a quarter 
mile but the bikes have never raced 
on the smaller oval. 

This will all be changed come 
Sunday afternoon, October 30th, ac- 
cording to race director, J.C., Aga- 
janian. 

On that date a full show of nov- 
ice, amateur and expert races will 
take place on the 250cc machines. 

The track has been used in the 
past for all types of car racing but 
this will be a once-only try for the 
cycles to see what the reaction of 
the fans and riders will be. 

The actual races on Oct. 30th 
will get underway at 2:00 p.m. and 
Aggie is looking for at least 75 
riders to try the track and run for 
the gold that will be the usual As- 
cot 40% of the gate. 

Many local fans have never seen 
the top experts race on the dirt on 
the 250’s and will get their first 
chance next weekend. 

Many riders from northern Calif. 
who just completed a full season of 
short track racing are expected to 
come south and enter against the 
Ascot aces who will make the 
switch to the small jobsfor the first 
time at their home base.

TRAIL BIKES 

The Trail Bikes started at the same 
time that the open class did, which on 
this type of course was a real blast, 
dueling in the open toolies with the 
larger bikes, because the trail bikes are 
able to get their engines buzzed up to 
fourth gearinthis type of terrain. It came 
as no surprise that the first trail bike 
rider, Earl Roeseler, #1 Expert on a 
Zundapp, came in for the win after mak- 
ing one loop. He was running in the 
seventies overall at the gas check, 
which shows how well a trail bike can 
get up and go when you are able to have 
boon docks to pass in, and stay up on 
top of the sand with the engine buzzing. 

The course picked by the Buzzards 
couldn't have been better for the 100cc 
bikes as the hills were not steep, but 
just gradual up hill grades and the sand 
washes seemed to be mostly down hill 
with winding tums that became bank 
tums after a few riders went through, 
and not too deep sand. 

There wasatricky rock section which 
ran for about a mile, This was one 
place you had to stay on the course bee 
cause if you didn’t, you were liable to 
hit some rocks that were about a foot 
high, 

The second place man, Jim Baker 
#225 on a Hodaka, grabbed the second 
spot in the last five miles of the course, 
which many riders felt was the roughest 
part of the course as it was very choppy. 
Baker pulled off the course to the right 
which was up wind and really tumed it 
on making his own trail as he headed 
for the checkered flag, and finished 
only one minute behind the leader. 

Jan Ditson, #8 on a Yamaha, came in 
tenth in the trail class and was the first 
girl in, which speaks very highly of her 
riding ability.

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ONCE AROUND THE COURSE 


By Larry Haley 


CHECKERS HARE & HOUND 


Welined upin the bottom of a gulley, 
right near the camp site and the banner 
was on top of this hill in front of us 
about 150 yards out. 

The Checkers always start their 
runs with the thought in mind that every 
start will be a bad one, and they work 
accordingly. As a result the start was 
clean, fast, and furious. There was a 
pole line road running parallel to the 
starting area and directly to the 2nd 
smoke bomb. At the riders meeting 
everybody was warned if anybody was 
caught on that road their number would 
be taken down by posted observers and 
they would be automatically disquali- 
fied, and I heard through the grapevine 
that there were some who tried it. They 
also said at the riders meeting that the 
first loop would be about 45 miles, and 
that the second loop would be about 
5 miles farther, I'm not griping about 
the mileage because I like long runs, 
for one reason it keeps you in shape. 
I lost 9 pounds. 

The banner dropped with a roar as 
the bikes came to life and when we 
topped that ridge out of the hole you 
could look out about 4 miles and see 
the first smoke bomb, and I want to tell 
you folks that was a faSt run to that 
smoke bomb. At the smoke we turned 
right to the 2nd smoke bomb which was 
located in Freemans Gulch. That’s 
where we crossed Highway 14 under the 
bridge to get over on to the east side of 
the highway for the first loop which is 
around the back side of the El Paso 
Mountains. Down the gulch we went, 
looped way out in a big arc in the foot- 
hills to the north, squeezed down into 
some narrow canyons down across some 
lava rock beds, in and out of various 
fire roads and jeep trails, twisting and 
turning up and down, in and out of them 
slippery-sliding, shale rock-infested 
trails where the front wheel can get out 
from under you so fast that you don’t 
even have time to say “What the heck 
was that!” 

The deeper into the mountains we 
go the tighter the trail gets and the 
tougher the riding. Up, up, and up out 
of the bottom, and then we hit the top 
of the pass and started down this real 
twisting winding rocky old road which 
dumped into a sandwash that was flat- 
out fourth gear. Noticed a few observers 
parked along the edges of the sandwash 
observing the riders, now whether they 
were stuck there and didn't dare to 
cross for fear of hitting a rider or vice 
a versa, or whether they were just 
watching for the fun of it I don't know, 
but one thing I do know that if a car 
observer should pull outin front of you,

I hope he has the courtesy to open the 
doors on both sides so that we can pass 
through. 

At the foot of the sandwash we made 
a hard right u-turn and started up this 
sandy road that went up a hog back, and 
I observed Larry Bergquist standing 
beside the trail which meant he must 
have broke down. (Tough “break” Larry). 
After the hog backs we went through 
some tight switchbacks on top and then 
started down into the desert bottom. 
Heading north we picked up the south- 
bound Shamrocks trail from two weeks 
back, which led us right back into 
Freemans Gulch and under the highway 
where we swung south and headed to- 
ward the pits, Over three hundred bikes 
poured through Freemans Gulch going 
outbound and all these bikes retumed 
via the same path at the gulch inbound 
and never once did I see anything that 
could cause a rider confusion or mis- 
lead him off the trail. Understand this 
all takes place ina 20-foot wide gulch 
and I would say that’s a remarkable job 
of liming. The whole course was the 
same. 

Coming into the pits I kinda thought 
in the back of my mind “that was an 
awful long 45 miles" but it was fairly 
fast and as I pulled into my pits to get 
gas, water, goggles wiped, which all 
takes about ten seconds, I asked my 
pit man “where am I? What position am 
I?" He said "you're running in the 
forties. Make it!” I said “swinging! 
Give me another drink of water” then I 
made it, 

Out a road west bound, about 2 miles 
we turned north onto another road and 
then headed for a point of rocks about 
5 miles out. About half-way there, Oscar 
Thompson passed me on that big BSA. 
This boy really hauls. It was check 
number four at the bottom of the Rocky 
Points that we were headed for. When 
we left the check we went between two 
big rocks about 75 feet high, handlebar 
wide into an unbelievable sandy uphill 
that took me completely by surprise and 
I wound up huffin and puffin and shov- 
ing that old Jawa of mine over the top 
by hand. Once on top all out of breath, 
I managed to get astraddle my trusty 
steed and we headed for the aquaduct 
road across the desert, 

Pretty soon we picked up a real 
good road that led us toward the moun- 
tains. This road was too good to be 
true. I’m in fourth gear just wailing, 
fast as that old bike would go. The 
road begins to get narrow, steeper,

cost about the same as a Triumph 
Bonneville, and should be much 
faster.” 

It won't be for several years; 
first they’re bringing out a 450cc 
scrambler.” 


After these conversations, I be- 
gan to smell something fishy and 
called Matt Matsuoka at American 
Honda. Matt was highly cooperative, 
but either he didn’t know, or he just 
wasn’t talking. Honda seems to have 
the attitude that the American dis- 
tributorship is always the last one 
to know, and they wouldn’t know 
anything until they unpacked the 
crates and found a new model. 

This is just conjecture ... but I 
wouldn’t be surprised if we did have 
this exciting new motorcycle before 
the end of 1967. With regard to a 
450 scrambler, I feel that it is a 
pretty safe bet that it is just around 
the corner. After all, it is pretty well 
acknowledged that the 450 was not 
a big seller because of its rather 
“unusual” styling, despite the fact 
that itis supposed to be an excellent 
handling bike. Perhaps the sporti- 
ness of a scrambler model would 
make it more appealing to the Ameri- 
can consumer. (By the way, if after 
this appears, Honda is still talking 
to me, I plan to give a road rider’s 
report on the 450 in the very near 
future.)

After riding this machine, I was so 
favorably impressed with the handling 
and over-all performance, that I felt a 
very strong desire to have. some pic- 
tures taken and to write a short article 
about the bike. As a result, the machine 
was taken to the Dominguez Hills area 
for these pictures — and for more riding 
— by a group of us who are extremely 
interested in new motorcycle develop- 
ments. 

I have never personally ridden any 
bike with such a wonderfully soft front 
suspension. Furthermore, the new bike 
and the new forks seem to take the most 
severe pounding without any mechanical 
failures of any kind. I think too, that all 
American riders will be extremely 
pleased with the new soft seat — about 
four inches of foam rubber. The combin* 
ation of this new seat and the new sus- 
pension will make,all-day riding a real 
pleasure on this machine. 

As every one knows, the real test 
will occur in the field — under the full 
stress of tough competition—and over a 
period of many months. It will be inter- 
esting to learn what the performance of 
this bike will prove to be under these 
conditions. 

This new Greeves—with these C eriani 
Forks—has been designated as the MX- 
3D Challenger. It's meant primarily for 
the higher speeds of smoother tracks. A 
few riders may be interested to learn 
that these Ceriani Forks will also fit 
on all older Greeves model (as far back 
as 1961). The cost of the Ceriani Forks, 
purchased separately, will be about 
$130.00. 

Riders who want to blast around in 
the real rough stuff — and at somewhat 
slower speeds— can choose a superbly- 
soft, leadingelink suspension unit. This 
model has been designated as the MX- 
3B Challenger. It is to be noted it is 
extremely unlikely that the famous 
Greeves leading-link suspension will be 
replaced completely for many years yet. 

Incidentally, it is very exciting to 
speculate a little bit about what a fabu- 
lous thing the Greeves people will have 
whenthey come out with a360cc machine 
—and with these Ceriani Forks. A 250cc

Greeves feels like a bomb. A 360cc 
Greeves will probably feel like a space 
rocket.

Other impressive heat wins were turned 
in by Mike Taylor and Jim O'Hara on 
250's, Mike Keen on a new Matchless 
Scrambler, and CZ's flagwaver, Joe 
Brown. 


Duels in the Sand 


As main event and final moto time 
rolled around, it became apparent that 
some real duels were to occur and the 
crowd was not disappointed as Randy 
Matthews led things off with a good ride 
in the 50cc class followed by’ the first 
novice Jeff Johnson, Matthews had 
fallen off in the second heat and had to 
finish first to wrap up the trophy. 

The 90cc novice race was a near run= 
away for Bob Elisarraras on a Suzuki 
followed by Stan Coffee on a Bridgestone 
Scrambler and Terry Cox on a Honda 
(Cox was moved up to second spot when 
Coffee was accused of short coursing 
and-didn’t want to argue the point).

The Open Novice race belonged to 
Don Cameron all the way, but Mike Keen 
made his presence known throughout 
trying the insid-, outside, and a couple 
of times almost the over-the-top route, 
but to no avail as Cameron refused to 
make a mistake and wouldn't open the 
gate. 

Gene Chandler was big in the Am.- 
Exp. main and had little trouble holding 
off Ray Anderson who likewise was 
staying ahead of Ol' Skip Saylor, the 
first amateur in. 

This event wrapped it up for the day 
and the crowd seemed well pleased and 
eager to move on to Bakersfield for the 
scrambles on the sixteenth. The Taft 
M.C. did an excellent job on the track 
considering the surface (which drank 
water like it was going out of style) and 
an able assist was provided by the Taft 
T wo-Wheelers.

Vallejo Short Track

Showing again that when his machinery is running right he is nearly in- 
vincible on Vellejo’s fifth-mile short track, San Pablo’s Dick Dorresteyn took 
the 20-lap Northern California short track championship there. 

Dorresteyn has had a spotty record at the Vallejo track, usually due to 
the tricky temperament of his high-strung Suzuki mount.

Track points leader Dick Faria of San Pablo, Sacramento's Butch Cor- 
der, and finally Phil Cancilla of San Jose were passed by the rapid San 
Pablan in that order. Corder and Faria continued to battle fiercely for third, 
while Cancilla fought to keep up with Dorresteyn. 

At the finish it was Dorresteyn, Cancilla (Suzuki), Corder (HD) and 
Faria (Ducati). 

Winners of the semi-mains were Cancilla over Faria and Lauer, Dorres- 
teyn ahead of Corder, and Dave Bostrom of Daly City and Dwane Francisco 
of Walnut Creek ahead of Cliff Aksland of Manteca and Roger Goldthwaithe 
of Sunnyvale. 

Heat winners were Cancilla, Dorresteyn, Goldthwaithe, Bill Stockham 
of Vallejo, Bostrom and Francisco. $ 

The season at Vallejo was promoted by J.C. Agajanian and George

Touring 
With The Eagles

On Sunday, bright skies saw the ACA short trackers finish their season 
at the Ventura track. The track is being converted into a TT course and the 
remaining four scheduled events for 1966 will be TT. The short track will be 
rebuilt and back in action in spring of 1967, with a full race program sched- 
uled on a weekly basis. This final event proved to be one of the most excit- 
ing at the Ventura track, with sliding Steve Scott winning the 250cc trophy

dash on a Bultaco and Russ Robinson capturing the 100cc trophy dash on his 
Yamaha. Later on in the semi-main, Russ blew his engine which was very 
disappointing to the fans because a great duel had developed earlier in the 
heat events between Steve Scott, Gary Calkins and Russ Robinson. 

Paul Wilde won the 50cc class on his Yamaha and Dave Smith finished 
second on his Tohatsu. A local boy, Jere Robinson from Oxnard on a Honda 
finished third, but not without some problems from fourth place finisher Randy 
Layne on a Honda. 

The most exciting event of the day was the 250cc main event. It took 
three starts to get it under way. On the first start, 4121 Ron Kruseman from 
Ventura on a Triumph broke out into the lead. Norm Elledge on a Bultaco 
passed Ron in Turn 2 and the machines became entangled. Ron's right foot 
was dragged into the back wheel and became lodged between the wheel and 
the upright bar on the frame. With Ron's foot attached to the machine, Norm 
Elledge fell against the outside fence. Both riders and machines were stalled 
on the track and the event was immediately stopped. After removing the up- 


right bar on the frame, Ron's foot was easily dislodged. Ron was not injured 
was able to walk on his foot and expressed the desire to get back in the main 


event when it was restarted. On the next start, everyone came off the line together and charged into 
Turn 1. Dan Kelly got involved with several riders and was flipped high in 
the ‘air, with his machine landing across the track and Dan lying on the other 
portion blocking the passage of any bikes coming around. This caused the 
main event to be stopped and another start was needed. Dan was not hurt, 
merely shaken up a bit and moved back on the starting line. In the meantime, 
Ron Kruseman, taking a cool-off lap, did a wheelie on the back straightaway 
and the machine came clear back over on top of him, this time injuring his 
left foot. After examination of his foot by the ambulance drivers, Ron was 
not permitted to restart. His foot had been badly bruised, but did not appear 
to be broken. 

So, on the third and final start, the lineup was Steve Scott, Mike Spitzer, 
Dan Kelly, Russ Robinson and Norm Elledge. At the start, Steve Scott broke 
away on his Bultaco and led the first several laps, with Mike Spitzer in hot 
pursuit, followed by Norm Elledge, Russ Robinson and Dan Kelly. On the 
fifth lap, coming out of Turn 2, Dan Kelly fell but quickly recovered. In the 
meantime, Mike Spitzer on his Honda was pressing Steve Scott. By the three- 
quarter point in the twelve-lap event, Mike had passed Steve and Dan Kelly 
had overtaken Norm Elledge and was pressing Russ Robinson for the third 
spot. Scott and Spitzer were having a tremendous duel, changing positions

Dan Kelly was able to get by Russ Robinson and 
E Sprockets M/C finished third over-all. Over the screaming of the crowd, you could hear the 
90cc AM-EX announcer's voice saying Mike Spitzer had just barely squeezed by Steve 
4 Scott to win the main event, with Steve taking second.

English Trials With A Scottish Flavor

The Southern California Trials Association gave all the riders a surprise 
Sunday morning, September 25th, when we gathered in a big huddle at Dana 
Point for our usual riding instructions. “Old Man” Bill Landefield climbed 
up into the back of a pick-up truck and in his inimitable, humorous way ex- 
plained the set-up to all the eager riders. 


This event, he told us, would be 
similar to a Scottish Six Day Trials. 
There would be six observed sections 
(or traps) within a huge three and a half 
mile circle. The riders would be given 
thirty minutes to ride this complete 
circle...including the six traps. Hach 
rider would make three complete loops, 
with plenty of rest time between each 
loop. Each rider would lose one mark 
for each minute overedue, plus whatever 
marks were lost while going through the 
Six observed traps. Under these condis 
tions (especially within thirty minutes) 
the riders would have no opportunity to 
Study each trap and it's obstacles. This 
is usually done by walking through the 
traps. 

Without the walk-through, each rider 
would have to simply blast his way 
through and hope for the best. Further- 
more, all the Masters, Experts, and 
Amateurs would ride the same course. 
Trophies would be given for each divi- 
Sion. Three riders would be sent out 
every two minutes, with Masters and 
Experts going first. The check-in and 
check-out station was a huge limed 
circle quite close to the truck parking 
area, 

After a very brief question and an- 
swer period — someone hollered out, 
*LET'S RIDE!" A couple of minutes 
later the first three riders went bombing 
over the first little hill in a cloud of 
dust searching for that first marker on 
the dirt trail that would indicate the 
beginning of the course. 

This was certainly the most severe 
test of rider skill and endurance — plus 
motorcycle reliability and durability 
ever handed to a group of modern Trials 
riders. We had to cover every type of 
terrain imaginable. There were steep 
hills to climb, steep descents, deep 
sand,one terrible rocketrap, soft endless 
mud, deep water with submerged rocks, 
and a few smooth surface dirt roads. 

This was truly a change in pace from 
the usual English Trials — and everyone 
seemed to have a wonderful time. There 
seemed to be much more excitement and 
laughs in talking things. over, comparing 
scores, exhilarating descriptions of all 
the many falls and close calls, bragging 
about motorcycle machinery and all than 
I’ve ever seen atany of the other Trials. 

Any rider who completed all three 
loops within the time limit could hold 
up his head with pride. To end up with 
a low score was honestly a distinction, 

The riders kept saying...“Lets have 
more of this!” and I feel the same way. 
I’m there for the fun-riding, the excite- 
ment, the action, and the physical exer- 
cise. The scoring and the trophies are 
just so much icing on the cake. I think 
most of the other riders feel the same. 
We hope we are able to hold more events 
like this last Scottish Trials. 

There was a disappointing mix-up on 
the scoring due mostly to the inexperi- 
ence of the checkers at the traps. At 
this writing, I do not know the final 
decisions of the Trials officials. Mis- 
takes and misunderstandings can occur 
anytime where there is chance for human 
error. Motorcycle buffs can be happy and 
satisfied with a fine day's riding.. He 
should smile philosophically when the 
scoring sometimes goes hay-wire. 

For myself — and all the other parti- 
cipants — I want to commend and thank 
Bob Allen and Jack Milne for setting up 
this whole deal. Special thanks must go 
to Jack Milne for spending so much of 
his time to set-up the course, escort the 
observers to the many different traps, 
and then, to assist the many riders who 
broke downto get back to the truck area. 
Thanks again Bob Allen and Jack Milne!

sandier and pretty soon it's a trail and 
would you believe that somebody stole 
20 of my 24 horsepower? Or at least 
that's the way it felt to me as I wound 
up in low gear and shoving in the most 
unbelievable deep sand with the rear 
wheel buried right to the axle. There I 


Stood among others. Seems there was 
two great big rocks in all this mess that 
one had to negotiate through or take the 
straighter, higher ridge which just 
wasn’t made for my 250. So I waited 
until the other three sports ahead of me 
got cleared of the rock and then I hada 
bit of a go at it, I want to tell you baby 
by the time I got to the top I was to 
pooped to pop, andI began to think that 
the Checkers have a undying hate for 
the lightweight riders to throw this kind 
of stuff ina course. If I had known then 
that the worst was yet to come, I would 
of probably quit (not really). From there 
on it was down hill, side hill, sand- 
washes,and gulleys, through the bushes 
and finally we crossed a road at Check 
Five. 

* You're doing pretty good buddy, but 
take it easy. It gets rough up ahead." 
And rough it got, more zigzagging 
through the washes up little off sided 
sand hills down little off sided sand- 
hills a half of mile in a straight direc- 
tion then a sharp left for no apparent 
reason except it was limed that way (I 
think the guy was drunk when he limed 
it...or lost). Finally it unwound itself 
and headed in the direction of a high 
Saddle in the mountain where I could 
see some people standing upthere. This 
was check number six. 

“It gets easier from here on, mostly 
fire roads” said the Checker. I said 
“Thanks buddy,” and shoved off and 
noticed a sign right there saying POINT 
OF NO RETURN. I poked my front 
wheel down over the edge and started 
down a slide through the pines that I 
thought was never going to stop. All 
you can do is lock up your rear wheel 
and let her slide all the way to the bot- 
tom about a thousand feet down through 
the pine trees. It really was a blast! I 
did truly enjoy it. 

At the bottom of this hill we dropped 
into a sandwash and down at the bottom 
of the sandwash, up this nice long fire 
road and then very abruptly we turned 
left into a high-bank, sandy gully which 
continued on up for about a half mile. 

I came around a bend in the trail and 
all of a sudden I was in a small box 
canyon. First I tried one way to get up 
over I didn't make it. I tried it again 
the same way and still didn't make it 
and I said “hold on horse, theres got to 
be a way out of here.” ThenI noticed a 
small trail over to the right side rather 
steep, so I got back and gave a run at 
it and I promptly went to the top (which 
I discovered didn’t need that much 
speed as the top came to an abrupt end 
and dropped off into a six foot nole. 
Crunch, ouch anda few other expres- 
sions that I can’t print). 

Once everything was back in place, 
I proceeded on up the wash which 
turned out to be pretty good and I for- 
gave them (the Checkers). We kinda 
picked our way along this real high hog 
back of mountains to another beautiful 
downhill. 

As I started over the top, I could 
look down and see a rider at the bottom 
and he appeared to be the size of an 
ant, and that was only the first stage of 
the down hill. When you got to the bot- 
tom you rode out to another point about 
a quarter of à mile away and you started 
down another one about the same size 
which finally wound up at the bottom of 
the desert near Kelso Valley. This put 
us on another fence line road which led 
to a real narrow, off-cambered hillside 
that dropped into a canyon to the left 
about 30 feet, with a fence line on your 
right. 

Two or 3 bikes were stalled ahead of 
me on the trail. There was no possible 
way around them so I promptly threw my 
bike down in the canyon walked down 
and picked up the pieces and putit back 
together again and rode on out of the 
canyon onto the trail. I came upon a 
watering hole where there were about 
10 or 12 riders getting cooled off so I

decided to join them, because at this 
point the race was over for me, all I 
wanted to do was finish. We stayed . 
there about 10 minutes and then took off 
about a mile and a half to check number 
seven where James Camaret helped me 
remove about 10,000 needles from a 
cactus bush that I had managed to hit 
fairly and squarely on the knee cap. I 
asked James how much farther to the 
pits, honestly. He said “about 15 
miles." It was that far to the next check 
and still 2 more to go. At this point I'm 
beginning to think that all checkers are 
politicians. They didn't just directly 
lie to me, they just never committed 
themselves to anything you could pin 
them down to. 

We crossed the Kelso Valley road 
here and went up through this real thick 
bushes and trees, shrubs, water and 
mud. After the beauty mud bath we hit 
another fire road which promptly turned 
into another up hill sandwash where I 
came across Don Leech out of gas. I 
didn't have any gas to spare myself but 
I did give him half a canteen of water. 
The sandwash led us to the top of an- 
other saddle which fell off into another 
one of those downhills. The trail led 
across the desert into Kelso Valley 
again and we rode into Check 8. There 
sat Bob McLaughlin with a flat tire. He 
was running third overall and that’s a 
tough break. From there it was fire 
roads for another five or six miles which 
promptly turned into another up hill

sandwash and I pushed the Jawa over 
the top again, which delivered me back 
on the same road again. One of them 
nasty little short cuts brought us back 
to former check six where Dingus and 
Les were standing and laughing. This 
was Check No. 9 now and I said “thanks 
buddy for the info.” He just laughed and 
I rode on down the trail. This road de- 
livered us to the top of the mountains 
again where we had another downhill 
section that took us to the bottom of a 
valley and down into a sandwash and 
brought us out on the Dove Springs road. 
We got off this road after a couple of 
miles and up in the desert again and for 
about 12 miles we just boondocked it 
Straight into the pits. On the last 12 
miles I observed no less than 7 guys 
Sitting out there, I assume out of gas. 
Boy was I glad to see those pits! 

_ The course was very inventive, well 
limed, and now that it's all over with 
and I’ve had a rest it might have been 
one tough son of a gun but it was a 
dandy of a mun. Amen!

MORTON-SUZUKI BREAK 3 
RECORDS AT ASCOT 


With an almost anti-climactic “I told 
you so,” the winestreak setting team of 
novice rider Mike Morton and the Goslee- 
Black tuned Suzuki X-6 broke three flat- 
track records at Ascot Park Friday night 
October 14. 

First of the records to fall to the 
Hustler was the single lap time, set in 
1964. The X-6 mounted Morton broke the 
record with a screaming 23.93 seconds, 
the first time that any 250cc production 
machine has topped the 24 second mark 
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at Ascot. Also in the heat race a 1960 
record of 2:04.99 for five laps was 
smashed with a speed of 2:02.99. 

To make it three in a row, Morton 
pushed the Suzuki in the main event to 
a record 3:17.31 for’8 laps to top an- 
other record set 6 years ago of 3:17.97 
for the same distance. 

The Friday night win of the X-6 
brought a lot of joy to Allen Goslee and 
Jim Black, who in their spare time have 
tinkered with the production model X-6 
lovingly dubbed “The Screaming Slug” 
by other members of the U.S. Suzuki 
service department, where Goslee and 


Black are employed.

The lightweights continue to grab 
attention with Long Beach Arena ready 
to go once again on Nov. 18th & 19th. 
A new class which should add much 
interestisthe 100cc and under division. 
This gives pro rider a chance to really 
try the ultra-small stuff on an equal 
basis and not against the 250's like 
some tried last winter. 

Another addition is the open practice 


all aftemoon at Long Beachon Nov. 
19th. This means that a rider can come 
down and try his machine hour after 
hour to get it ready for the actual 
races. Also, for riders who don’t have 
a license to race, they can also come 
down and try the track to see if they 
want to invest in a card and race a full 
schedule in January. 

Many riders and potential racers 
long requested the chance practice ride 
a track before the actual races. They 
will have that now, at least at Long 
Beach.

No less than five track records were broken last Friday night with 
three new marks being set by Novice Mike Morton and one each to Amateur 
Shorty Seaborne and Expert Dan Haaby. 

Elliott Schultz, Guy Louis and Eddie Hammond all lost records that 
havebeenin the books since 1963 & ‘64. 


Morton started the ball rolling in the 
heat races with a 23:93 second lap and 
the first time a 250cc rider has cracked 
the 23 second bracket. On his way he 
also set a new five lap heat race record. 
Both of the old marks belonged to Eddie

It looks as though one of my fellow 
columnists, Mr. Roxy Rockwood, has 
baited his readers with a surprise an- 
noucement concerning NASCAR. As 
most of you know, Mr. Lyn Kucher, the 
former head of the A.M.A., resigned to 
go to work for NASCAR. Could it be 
that Mr. Rockwood is hinting about the 
possibility of NASCAR taking over pro- 
fessional motorcycle racing їп the 
United States? I’m sure most of the 
readers who have followed the political 
involvement with the AMA concerning 
the riders and other associations are 
pretty much aware that there is a possi- 
bility that NASCAR could get involved 
in professional motorcycle racing. Ours 
is the only wheeled racing sport in which 
they are not involved at the present 
time. NASCAR sanctions every type of 
four-wheeled motor racing, and now they 
are also becoming interested in drag 
racing. With the acquisition of Mr. Kuch- 
ler, it is only natural that they would be 
looking toward motorcycling as another 
division of NASCAR. Of course, this 
would relieve AMA of one of their big- 
gest problems — professional racing. 
There are many interesting avenues that 
the imaginative mind might pursue in 
this particular area; the AMA becoming 
a service organization, the AMA adopt- 
ing strictly an amateur position, or the 
possibility of the AMA, with the back- 
ing of Harley-Davidson, completely giv- 
ing up competition riding in all of its 
facets and exerting its energies in the 
safety area of motorcycling, letting 
NASCAR take over the giant operation 
of promoting, governing and controlling 
professional motorcycling in the United 
States. At least, if there are any ill 
feelings by the professional riders to- 
ward the AMA and Harley-Davidson, 
this would be eliminated by the NASCAR 
take-over. 

I’m glad to see that District 37 car- 
ries enough weight and has made enough 
noise for the *wheels* in Columbus to 
want to discuss some of the problems 
the California racers, or at least the 
riders in District 37, have. I think it 
was a very smart move on Mr. Berry's 
part to invite the Dist. 37 officers to 
Columbus. At least it looks as if the 
feelings of the riders in this area will 
be heard; let's hope it's not just a 
watered-down show of interest to pacify 
the locals.

ager Gil Brown, is to watch the way 
the motorcycle business begins to 
hibernate for what they call the “slow 
season.” 

Having managed several successful 
motorcycle dealerships before joining 
up with Cycle News, Ad Manager Brown 
can pinpoint the real reasons why some 
businesses slacken off their operations 
during the “winter” months. 

Slow Dealers, Maybe... 

"They're just plain pooped!” Gil 
believes. “We proved last year that the 
so called slow season doesn’t apply to 
the south west. But some businessmen 
still prefer to believe that you can’t 
sell motorcycles in the winter. The 
truth is, only they won't admit it, they 
just want to sit back and take it easy 
for a while. 

*If this was Minnesota or northern 
Wisconsin I could understand what they 
mean when they say the motorcycle 
business slows down in the winter," 
says Gil with understandable exaspera- 
tion. *But here in the southwest we 
have better riding weather from Novem- 
ber to March than any other time of the 
year. 

Gil points out that *If there really 
were a slow season, dealers would 
have to stay open six or seven days a 
week to make ends meet." *But our 
pooped-out proprietors close up and go 
fishing.” 

It wouldn’t exasperate Cycle News’ 
ace adman so much if the dealers would

pick some other day than Monday to 
Stay closed. "Just when you need a 
clutch cable or a new tire or something 
repaired that let go over the weekend, 
you find your favorite dealer is closed. 
So you have to look in the Dealer Dir- 
ectory and find some other place to 
spend your money. This can be real 
tough on a guy who rides his motorcycle 
to work."

Another thing that gripes Gil Brown 
is the tendency of some industryites to 
cite the war in Viet Nam as a hinder- 
ance to the selling of motorcycles. Gil 
points out that the armed services are 
releasing men almost as fast as new 
ones are being inducted, and that two 
wheelers are the answer to a service- 
man's financial and transportation 
problems. 


The Sky Is Falling, Too 


Warming to the subject of negative 
thinking in the motorcycle business, 
Mr. Brown laughs heartiest at the nega- 
tive opinion that the sport has grown 
as big as it can get.
